Sales conducted by H. A. Kende, T. J. Muldoon and L. A. Craco 
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le, portals of modern art open, it seems, on man’s past, present 
and future. Frederick Knize began by collecting modern works of ‘expressionist’ 
artists in the galleries of Vienna and Paris, the veteran Oskar Kokoschka being 
his favorite. He ended by acquiring a wide variety of works of art innately sym- 
pathetic with these, from the four corners of the earth. Civilizations low and high 
contributed typical expressions of their ideals and techniques to his understand- 
ing and enjoyment. 


This is a valid association which contains, moreover, a quality of adven- 
ture leading to appreciation of the psychic unities. Several years ago a memor- 
able exhibition of German Expressionism. 1905 to 1925, was extra-illustrated 
with comparable forms from Africa, Oceania, Mexico, and Peru by Una John- 
son. Indeed such specimens in European museums undoubtedly have influ- 
enced the more intelligent artists in more than one new movement. A con- 
siderable part of Knize’s collection was installed for many years in the Nat- 
ional Ethnological Museum of Vienna. 


As an anthropologist I see only two fundamental evolutions of art in all 
the world. The first of these, and by far the most important historically and 
geographically, rests upon man’s intuitive mass psychology and makes his op- 
timistic illusions serve entire societies. It seems he invented a concept of 
spiritual powers entering actively into his cultural existences. Beliefs of various 
sorts led to ceremonial acts and magical designs above and beyond the scope 
of natural events. 


The second evolution of art reflects human supremacy over nature 
through science. It began in Greece and Rome and after the mystical interlude 
of the Middle Ages was revived in the Renaissance as a logical system having 
esthetic enjoyment of the individual as its avowed purpose along with glori- 
fication of the state and its rulers. Social regimentations, dictated by princes 
and parliaments, produced cold factual appreciations which smothered under 
professional skills the simple faiths of the past. But yearnings for illusion 
persisted and are again active. 


The new and somewhat rebellious art of today has its scientific side. As 
archeologists have laid bare the course of human history and ethnologists have 
revealed the inwardness of the dramatic ceremonials surviving among backward 
peoples and as physicists have reexplained the universe with disembodied 
powers ruling matter, the imagination of artists has entered a new expansion, 
We recognize today that primitive arts strive for continuities of personality 
which philosophical realism denies. Yet personality certainly persists in esthetic 
utterances from every age and tribe and each man widens his own life by 
the contemplation of art embodying ideals of the past and voicing promise 
for the future.
